WHY PEOPLE BLUSH. 


Fear Is tie True Cause, and Old People 
! . Rarely Do It. s 

Why do people blush? Certain emo- 
tions cause a kind of syncope. The heart 
stops for an instant, and regaining 
strength immediately it acts in a stron- 
ger manner and sends the blood racing 
into the So much for the phys- 
iological portión of the question, but we 
wish to know what causes these emo- 
tions. 

Darwin explained this by saying that 
when we perceive or fancy that we are 
being criticised or closely observed our 
whole attention is forcibly directed to 
ourselves and is especially concentrated 
upon our countenance. When a particu- 
lar part of the body becomes the object 
of such concentrated attention, its work- ` 
ing is greatly modified. We-see a good 
example of this in the immediate effect 
produced upon the saliva by thinking of 
a lemon. Our face reddens on the same 
priuciple. The veins relax and are filled 
with arterial blood. 

This explanation is not quite satisfac- 
tory, and other theories have been put 
forward with more or less success The 
latest is that of Mr. Melinard, which is 
at least original We blush through 
modesty, timídity, bashfulness and con- 
fusion. Praise makes us blush—that is 
modesty. Now, what takes place within 
us? Something very simple. This praise 
pleascs us, but we do not wish that fact 
to be perceived. Take a case of timid- 
it}. A schoolboy is asked a question 
which he cannot answer. He wishes to 
hide his ignorance, which may expose 
him to punishment or the gibes of his 
fellow scholars. He turns red. 

It is the same with confusions. We 
have done something which we wish to 
hide, and we are afraid that it will be- 
come known. In short, the moral state 
is identical in all cases. We redden be- 
cause we feel that people are finding out 
something which we wish to hide. 

M. Melinard endeavors to demonstrate 
the correctness of his theory by showing 
that when the fear of being ‘‘unmasked"’ 
is removed there is noblushing. In the 
case of lovers, we find at first that they 
blush when they meet becanse they are 
desirous to hide their sentiment. After- 
ward there is no sign of a blush because 
each knows that the other is aware of 
his or her sentiments and is no longer 
afraid of their being known. 

A child does not blush. That is be- 
cause he has no idea of hiding anything. 
As soon as he becomes old enough to 
understand tbat it may be to his inter- 
est not totell all that he has dono or all 
that passes in his mind he begins to 
redden. It is the same with idiots The 
fear of being unmasked does not exist, 


cause they are not troubled with the fear 
that other people will-find them out. 
This is a novel theory, with some good 
points, but there are several objections 
toit It is a fact that we blush invol- 
untarily; we blush w; we have noth- 
ing at all to hide in the presence of peo- 
ple concerning whom we are quite in- 
different. 

Girls and boys will sometimes turn 
red when ono inquires about the healt 
of their father, mother or little brother. 
That old people do not blush much is 
owing not to the fact that they have 
nothing to hide, but because they know 
better how to dirsimulate. 

, to M. Melinard's theory, 
all old people must be paragons of vir - 
fue and all young ones just the oppo- 


site, which we beg leave to doubt. 


Nevertheless there is some truth in 
this new theory, and a study of this in 


connection with the Darwinian theory 


mentioned above will lead tosome posi- 


tive explanation of the psychology of 
blushing. —Atlanta Constitution.

An English 
author, handling it with familiar tonch, 
as though saying: "Oh! yes, of course 
that is English," American readers (nine- 
tenths of all of them, no doubt) echo: 
“Of course. How unmistakably English!” 
The fact appears from this, that in some 
things—most important and moet essen- 
tial characteristics, as we have aaid the 
two great branches of English-speaking 
moderns cannot tell each other apart.

A Big Cypress Tree. 

We started at 8:30 o'clock, determin- 
ing to take on our way the big cypress 
of Tula, which is so large that it is 
worthy to be ranked above the big trees 
of California. We found it in the in- 
closure of the parish church. There is 
no doubt that the latter was built in 
that place because of the tree, for which 
the Indians feel great veneration. It is 
precisely of the same kind as the trees 
of Chapultepec, but the largest there is 
only 40 feet in circumference, while this 
one is, by recent measurement, 152 feet 
4 inches There is another difference, 
and s very marked one, and this is the 
tendency to s flattening of the lower 
and larger branches and of the peculiar 
buttresses which the trunk throws out. 
In the latter they are almost as flat as 
boards, and in the branches the flatness 
is, that of a wedge. The contrast be- 
tween these and the upper ones which 
are rounded, is very striking. The 
trunk is not líke an ordinary one, but 
resembles a buttressed wall, so that the 
two diamoters vary enormously. The 
height must be less than 200 feet, mak- 
ing the appearanoe in a photogaph al- 
most dwarfish The spread of the 
branches from north to south is gigan- 
tic, and the effect of light and shade is 
entrancing to the artist There are col- 
onies of lizards and of various birds in 
the different departments of the trunk 
and branches, and upon the green dome 
of the top were a group of buzzards that 
croaked without intermission duting our 
whole stay.—San Francisco Chronicle

Maximum Surplus Honey. 


How can we get the most surplus ina 
given time? 

The above query is simple, and easily 
answered, if one takes intoconsideration 
the fact that answers must not beapplied 
locally, but generally. Localities vary in 
their conditions as do seasons, and we 
must apply our information to the loca- 
tion and the climate in which we keep 
our bees. 

Generally speaking, however, the rule 
is strict, that we most have forager bees, 
and plenty of them, at and during the 
nectar-yielding season, so says the Bee 
Journal To determine this we must 
know the flora of our locality; forknow- 
ing this, we shall know how to get ready 
for our honey crop. 

We will start, then, with the fact that 
itis practically tWetty-one days from 
the egg tothe bee emerging from the 
cell, Early in the season we must give 
these young bees fifteen days or so, ere 
they become foragers; but during this 
time they are not idle, by any means; 
they do the nursing and the home work 
until they become able to forage advan- 


— 


E g ora, and the added 

of that iftbe queen ‘tis any good" 
brood.rearing is constantly going for- 
ward, the problem is easily solved, theo- 
retically. Experience will teach us the 
rest; and if we follow her teachings as 
we ooght, we: shall haye no trouble in 
getting our honey crop, if there is any 
nectar to gather. 

To sum up, the rule is this: Know 
where there is nectar to be gathered and 
have your foragers, and plenty of them 
to go forit, To be sure, it requires sense 
di and knowledge to bring about 
the required result. But so it does to be 
successfgl in any pursuit in life; aud be 
sure of one thiog, don’t ask "A," who 
lives in "Alaska," when nectar ig ready 
to be gathered 1m his locality, and apply 
theanswerto your own surroundings; 
but stody your.own field in those re- 
spects, and work your bees in sccordan- 
ce with tbe knowledge thus gained. 
Thus shall your hives be stored with 
honey and your bees wax fatand vigo- 
rous. ? 


Distribution of Seeds. 


Washington, July 28.—The great ques- 
tion of the distribution of seeds by mem- 
bers of Congress to their rural constitu- 
ents has been settled by the conferees 
on the Agricultural Appropriation bill, 
on a basis which will secure the most ex- 
tensive dissemination of the 
seeds with the least trouble to con- 
gressmen. Hitherto the seeds have been 
forwarded directly by the department to 


the addresses furnisbed by members. | 


This Congress passed a bill allowing 
each member a clerk for tbe first time 
Whereupon the Secretary notified the 
members that the seeds would be fur- 
nished them for distribution by their 
clerks. In this way he saved the salar- 


iea of the clerks who had been employ- | 


ed to mail seeds. Theconfereeson the 
appropriation bill have vetoed the Sec- 
retary’s plans. 

As drafted by the House Committee 
the bill stipulated that the purchase and 
distribution of seeds should be confined 
to such varieties as are;rare and; uncom- 
mon to the country, or can be made more 
profitable by frequent changes from one 
part of the country to another; also that 
the seeds should be supplied by the de- 
partment to senators snd representativ- 
es for distribution. When the Senate 
took charge of the bill itstruck out the 
provision that tbe seeds should be of 
rare varieties only. As the bill will 
finally pass, reported from the confer- 
ence, it will compel Secretary Morton to 
have disseminated one hundred and 
sixty thousand dollars’ worth of sgricul- 
taral seeds be to tent them directly from 
the department of the addresses furnish- 
ed and to notify the receiving constitu- 
ents at whose request the packages are 
forwarded. That the work may be car- 
ried oot without any drawbacks Con- 
grees makes appropriation for eight 
clerks to be employed at the depart- 
ment in mailing seeds.

Slave Catching In Tonquin. 

While in most parts of the world, ex- 
cept Africa, slave catching is becoming 
a thing of the past, the practice is still 
carried on to some extent in Tonquin in 
spite of the efforts of the French to put 
an end to it. The practice of exporting 
them us slaves came about in this way: 

In 1885 the Chinese soldiers who in- 
vaded Tonquin, which was in revolt 
against China, found themselves encum- 
bered by prisoners, bnt at last decided 
to ship them to China and see if they 
could not sell them. It was at this time 


that emigration agencies were recruit-- 


ing in China thousands of workmen to 
toil on the guano islands of Chile. The 
hundreds of male prisoners were easily 
disposed of to these emigration agents, 
and the women and children who were 
among the unfortunates were sold to 
well to do Chinese. 

This opened a new trade, although at 
first it was not easy to sell the women, 
because wealthy families did not wish 
to have servants with black teeth, 
caused by their practioe of chewing the 
betel nut. Sosmall a price was asked 
for them, however, that all the women 
were finally sold. Today these women 
are in demand in some parts of western 
China As servants they are gentle,

The pro- 
position for primaries was laid on the 
table by a vote of 602 to 240. 

I. W. Cadwell, chairman of the plat- 
form committee, reported resolutions re- 
affirming the doctrines expressed in the 
democratic platform of 1892, declaricg 
for free silver and demanding the repeal 
of the State bank tax. The important 
planks were: 

“We hold that itis the duty of the 
lawmaking departments of the govern- 
ment, now in the hands of the demo- 
cracy, to tak e immediate steps to restore 
by legislation the equal privileges of all- 
ver with gold at the mints, by the free 
and unlimited coinage of silqer and gold 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, such being the 
ratio of coinage, which bas heretofore 
held in the United States. 

“That we urge upon the said law mak- 
ing department of the government the 
abolition of the unconstitutional and 
prohibitive tax of 10 per cent, upon the 
issus of state banks. 

“That we admire the courage and lof- 
ty patriotism of the presid»nt and that 
we most heartily commend his prompt 
and effective action under the law for the 
suppression of the efforts of alien snar- 
chists to disturb by force and violence 
the true relations of labor and capital, 
his sturdy eftort to secure the enactment 
of tariff reform as called for in the party 
platform, his prompt approval of the 
bill repealing the federal election laws, 
the notable reduction of the expenses of 
the government under his administration 
and the freedom from scandal which has 
been such a marked feature of his return 
to the head of affairs. 

The platform was adopted almost 
unanimously.

At 
the extreme after part of the deck are 
two cabins, ope for white and one for 
colored women passengers, while a spe- 
cious room is set aside for male passen- 
gers at the bow. 

On tae saloon déck there are fifty 
statérooms, all of which sre finished in 
hard wood and supplied with heat and 
electric lights. The doors of the state- 
rooms are furnished with ground glass 
panels bearing the monogram "M. 8.” in 
the middle. : 

Tbe dining-room wil be forward on 
this deck, and will be fitted with tables 
of oak to match the trimmings. 

The interior of tbe vessel is painted in 
white and gold. On the hurricane deck 
are the officers’ quárters, abaft the pilot- 
house.

DEALING IN HUMAN HAIR. q 


Mew Makers of Wigs and Switches Treat 
Their Steck In Trade. 

''Deuling in human hair is 8 pecnltar 
business, " said the proprietor of a wig- 
making establishment to a reporter. 
People do not understand the ins and 
outs of a business that must on its face 
spem so simple. 

| "The mere matter of obtaining hair 
with which to make wigs, switches and’ 
other hairwork to adorn heads poorly 
favored by nature seems easy, but it is 
not so. We have to cxercise the greatest 
care in buying hair, it being absolutely 
n to know from what soarce it 
hhs been obtained. A great deal of hair 
comes from the ash barrels and garbage 
piles. You can see that material of this 
kind would not be at all desirable, yct 
people often wonder why one wig costs 
four times as much as another when in 
appearance both are the same. 

The source from which the hair is 
obtained has a great deal to do in deter- 
mining the price of the goods. If hair 
has been cut form a fever patient, the 
price asked is considerably lower than
